It is clear that the U.F.A. govern- 
ment is facing an opposition (this ses- 
sion that is better equi with 
with 
information than 
any it has faced in the nine years of 
its career. Some of the firing has 
been ‘*hot shot’) from the enemy’s 
frontal attack and the ministry have 
not appeared all as comfortable as 
they might pretend. é 

Premier Brownlee is said to be anx- 
ious to get on with the business of 
the session and.to force the long- 
drawn debate on the speech from the 
throne to a close. 

Up to Monday the ministry had not 
been represented in the list of speak- 
ers except by Hon. Perren BE. Baker 
and Hon. O. L. McPherson, both of 
whom spent considerable time in ans- 
wering hot thrusts from the opposi- 
tion speakers. Premier Brownlee js 
following his usual tactics im the 
house and witholding his own fire un- 
til every other speaker, or the most 
dangerous of the critics, have ex- 
hausted their onslaughts. 

The main attack has come from the 
Liberal benches so far. The conserv- 
and leader made a strong and force- 
ful attack on the government’s an 
nounced policy of the farmers party 
and slashed at it as a ‘‘group’’ gov- 
ernment representing only one class 
in the province. He urged the return 
to a system that would place a 
‘*more. representative government in 
office. : 

Mr. D. M. Duggan, however, was 
not so happy in his plance for econo- 
my in administration. His proposal 
to cut the salaries of civil servants, 
the indemnities of legislators and 
remuneration for cabinet ministers 
was not a popular. one. He _ lost 
ground there. It*is doubtful wheth- 
er such a proposal would be popular 
outside of the house. Salary slash- 
ing is not a happy sport anywhere. 

It is odd to watch the working of 
politics in a legislature and not to 
feel a- little amused at the debate on 
the speech from the throne. It is a 
sort of omnibus affair. Every kind 
of traveler gets in for a ride, and ev- 
erybody has a good time riding. The 
members of the house on both sides— 
opposition and-government---air their 
pet schemes, proposals, questions, 
criticisms and speeches to the full. 
Even the members of the adminis- 
tration are allowed some latitude by 
their chiefs in little ventures outside 
the stipulated tenets of the legislat- 
ive program. A governmént prepar- 
es a rather incomplete program of 
policy; with great formality it hands 
this program to the Lieutenant Gov- 
emmor to read with all the impressive- 
ness possible, and to the accompani- 
ment of militia and God Save the 
King, and then after a dignified ad- 
journment, the flood gates or oratory 
and political debate are thrown wide 
open. oe 


Legislators orate, assume, allege, 
charge, attack, refute, deny, resent, 
denounce and declaim it all like 


heroes. But its all in the business 
and its all necessary because it lays 
down a general foundation on which 
the seasion’s legislation may be grad- 
ually built up in the later discussions 
of the house. The debate on the 
speech from the throne this year at 
Edmonton is no exception to the 
rule. Perhaps it is longer, that is all. 

D. M. Duggan finds himself in a 
similar position to David Lloyd 
George, according to his charge ag- 
ainst the administration. He is a 
member of an opposition which can 
count more actual votes than the 
govenment can. Mr. Duggan stated, 
in urging a more representative gov- 
ernment, that the opposition parties 
at the Jast general election polled 
114,032 votes, while the U.F.A. votes 
only totalled 74,187. The U.F.A. mem- 
bers number 389 and the opposition 
members 24,. This was Mr. Duggan’s 
best argument for a change from 
group government. He said _ the 
U.F.A. does’ not represent the major- 
ity in the province. 

Hugh J. Montgomery, Liberal, We- 
taskiwin, also made a telling plea for 
revision of the provincial election act. 
He added further material for 
thought to that given by the Conserv- 
ative leader, when in his speech on 
Friday he signalized his return to the 
legislature after a ten year absence 
by declaring that either the alterna- 
tive vote should be allowed in cities, 
or else proportional representation 
should be applied to rural ridings in 
order that the legislation might more 


fully represent the majority of the 


electors. 
Mr. Montgomery said there was 
something seriously wrong when 


8,922 spoiled ballots out of a total of 
196,000 cast was reported at the last 
general election. There was too much
